117. (New) The metheu of Claim 24 wherein said emulsion further comprises a 
vegetabj 
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118. (New) A composition to repel or kill inse/ts, fungi, nematodes and bacteria, 
comprising, an oil-in-water emulsioncon^rising, in the oil phase, as an active 
ingredient, an essential oil or a component thereof in an amount of from 1 to 1000 
ppm of the emulsion, wherein said /ss^frtfal oil or component thereof is derived 
from at least one plant species in tlie Family Labiatae and Umbellifera. 

(New) The composition of Claim 1 1 {^herein said emulsion further comprises a 
vegetable oil. 

120. (New) The composition of Claim 118 wherein saidyplant species is selected from 
the group consisting of Thymbra spicata var. spicata, Satureja thymbra, Origanum 
majorana, Corydothymus capitatus, Origanum vulgare, Origanum solymicum, 
Origanum spyleum, Origanum bilged, /Origanum minutiflorum, Organum 
saccatum, Origanum sriacum, Origan^h/ onfte^, Origanum majorana, Pinpinella 
anisum, and Foeniculum vulgare. 



121. (New) The composition of Claim/120 wherein said plant species is selected from 
the group consisting of Thymbra spicata var. spicata (L) Line Ant97- 364-48, 
Satureja thymbra (L) Line Ajtt98-28-103, Pinpinella anisum (L) Line Ant98-223- 
137, and Foeniculum vulgare (L) Line Ant98-89-62. 
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
